Rio Vista School Remains In Placentia District 


The $2% million, 14%-acre 
educational facility, Rio Vista 
Elementary School, will remain in 
the Placentia Unified School 
District. 

Efforts to dislodge the school, 
which is in the city of Anaheim from 
its PUSD moorings and relocate it in 
Anaheim school districts met with 
failure Thursday as Anaheim 
parents and petitioners were turned 
back at a nearing of the California 
State Board of Education, held in the 
International Hotel at the Los 
Angeles International Airport. 

The final hearing marked 16 
months of labor by some of the 
petitioners, who sought to make 
their school area contiguous with 
their city boundaries. 

Following various references by 
pro-deannexation speakers as to the 
mandate barrier of the Riverside 
Freeway, which cuts off the Rio 
Vista neighborhood from other 
sections of the PUSD, the hearing 
quickly ended in an 8 to 1 vote

against the deannexation. 

State Board Member Tony Sierra 
prefaced the vote with: ‘‘] would 
suggest that there is a man-made 
obstacle in the Anaheim-Placentia 
area, an obstruction to the education 
of the children in that particular area 
and it isn’t the Riverside Freeway.”’ 

The orderly hour-long hearing, 
attended by several speakers on 
both sides of the argument, revolved 
principally around the subjects of 
ethnic balance (Rio Vista is teamed 
with McFadden Elementary School

in Placentia, which is predominantly 
Spanish surname). 

Also the regression from a unified 
district (Placentia), where all 
schools, all grade levels are under 
one board, to one which is not 
unified (Anaheim). Speakers also 
pointed out that keeping school 
boundaries contiguous with city 
boundaries would be a never ending 
chore. 

Chief petitioner for the Rio Vista 
neighborhood was James Jamieson, 
Anaheim, who asked that the 


petition either be granted or an 
election be ordered in the Rio Vista 
attendance area to determine the 
wishes of the people. Jamieson is 
also a candidate for the PUSD Board 
of Trustees in the election March 4. 

Milfred Smith and Jack Manos, 
the other two members of a 
three-man Anaheim slate also 
spoke. 

John Balducci, speaking for the 
present PUSD Board explained to 
the state trustees: ‘‘The rights of 
self determination and the concept 


of the neighborhood school and 
community identity and the values 
obtained through integrated cultural 
education are precious commodities 
to us. 

‘Unfortunately, sometimes these 
elements tend to conflict. None of us 
likes being put in the position where 
we have to choose. This petition 
forced us to stand up and be 
counted. We (the PUSD board) 
chose unanimously the educational 
value which we believe is presented, 
against the ethnic balance which we 
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feel would be badly 
affected in that area.” 
‘*We have a committment to all 
the people who elected us,” 
Balducci continued. *‘We believe 
that is the committment of the 
people in the educational system in 
the state of California. We have 
been counted, with this priority 

reaching over the others.”’ 
Balducci also pointed out the 
Placentia district has built five 

schools in Anaheim areas.

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Rio Vista Decision 


In a heated stance on local school 
funding and local school control, 
Jack Manos, Anaheim, a candidate 
for election to the Placentia Unified 
School District Board of Trustees 
lashed out this week at the negative 
decision on the deannexation of Rio 
Vista Elementary School. 

Manos is one member of a 
three-man slate running from one of 
the Anaheim sections of PUSD in the 
March 4 school election. 

The Anaheim candidate also 
expressed his displeasure at the 
pending $20 million school bond 
money, also listed on the upcoming 
ballot. 

Manos is one of the three 
candidates who Wednesday addres- 
sed the California State Board of 
Education, speaking on behalf of 
deannexing Rio Vista from PUSD 
and into the Anaheim School 


system. The hearing was held at the 
International Airport in Los 
Angeles. 

‘‘We are a community of good 
citizens who participate and involve 
ourselves in civic affairs and 
educational programs,’’ Manos told 
the State Board of Education.”’ ‘We 
believe that good schools are the 
result of an interested community. A 
good program can exist only when a 
good partnership exists between 
school, home and the community.” 

Further stating the case of the Rio 
Vista neighborhood, Manos stated, 
‘‘We will not materially affect the 
ethnic balance in the Placentia 
district either way with a PUSD 
enrollment between 16,000 and 
17,000 students.’’ 

The Rio Vista School, which is in 
an Anaheim section of PUSD is 
teamed with McFadden Elementary

Extension Of Major 
Street Underway 


A major construction project to 
extend Chapman Avenue from All 
America Way southeasterly to 
Orangethorpe Avenue has been 
started in Placentia. Altfillisch 
Construction Company of Norco will 
perform the work over the next five 
months at a cost of $532,000. 

The project will start with the 
construction of two major storm 
drain culverts required prior to 
preparing the roadway grade. The 
finished road will consist of one lane 
in each direction with a curbed 
median island. It is expected that 
subdividers will complete the road to 
two lanes in each direction along 
with curbs and gutters when 
adjacent development takes place. 

Also included in the project will be 
the installation of two fully 
traffic-actuated signal systems at 
the intersection of Chapman Avenue 
and Kraemer Boulevard and the 
intersection of ChapmanAvenue and 
Orangethorpe Avenue. Standard Oil 


Company is relocating two 10,000 
barrel oil storage tanks to clear the 
way for the road. 


When completed this extension 
project is expected to be highly 
trafficked since the ultimate 
projected traffic volume in front of 
the new Civic Center is twelve 
thousand vehicles per day. The pilot 
roadway will also stimulate 
development of adjacent property 
with a 191 home sub-division by 
Shapell Industries almost ready to 
break ground. Additional benefits 
will be realized by the realignment 
and widening of Chapman Avenue 
west of Kraemer to directly intersect 
the new road in front of the Civic 
Center. 


Funds for the project have been 
allocated SO per cent from Orange 
County Arterial Highway Funds and 
additional money from the state 
gasoline tax which is returned to 
cities.

‘‘We think granting of this 
petition would set a dangerous 
precedent."’ 

David Brandt, Chairman of the 
county committee which considered 
the Anaheim petition and turned it 
down, explained his committee’s 
position.

Voting against the majority was 
Trustee Eugene Ragle of Roseville 
who explained his only reason for 
doing so was that he believed such 
matters should be settled by the 
ballot box. Another Trustee, David 
Hubbard had left before the vote 
was taken. 


The Rio Vista School has been 
teamed with McFadden since the 
former school was built around ten 


years ago. The buildings there 
contain approximately 36,000 
square feet. 

Spokesmen for the Placentia 
Unified school board reported 


‘We're glad its over. We hope now 
all the parents of both schools will 
continue to work together in 
harmony.” 

PUSD also has other teamed 
schools: Ruby Drive and Topaz and 
Orchard and Glenview.

Against The School Bonds 


To the Editor: 

Why you should not vote for the 
$20 Million Bond Authorization on 
March 4th. 

The election on March 4th has 
provision for the school district to be 
authorized to sell an additional $20 
million in school bonds, the 
proceeds of which will be used for 
such things as purchase of land, 
construction of new schools and 
improvements to existing schools. 
There is a reasonable expectation 
that Placentia will need new schools 
in future years, but you should not 
vote for this authorization for 
reasons as outlined below. 


1. The authorization would allow 
the school district to double its 
bonded indebtedness. There was 
never a time to authorize the 
expenditure of millions in public 
funds without caution, but con- 
ditions today are such that we should 
be very cautious indeed about 
committing ourselves to large debts 
which run many years into the 
future. 

2. There is no immediate 
urgency. The Placentia School 
District has not yet sold all the bonds 
authorized in the election of 1969 
and an additional election can be 
held at anytime in the near future if 
necessary. 

3. The present School Board and 
Administration have not in the past 
year shown a willingness to subject 


the problems of school finance to an 
adequate cost analysis and exercise 
of options. Example: approximately 
$375,000 was spent to add student 


‘capacity to a school in the southwest 


portion of the district when excess 
capacity existed in a school three 
blocks away. The administration 
made no attempt to use the excess 
capacity. In utilizing that excess 
capacity, the district also had a 
chance to reduce its bus transporta- 
tion costs. 

4. The promotional campaign 
mounted by the School Board and 
the Administration to convince the 
public to support the bonds 
authorization has addressed only 
one aspect of the impact on taxes - 
that of the building fund tax rate. 
There has been no public mention of 
the impact on the general fund 
taxes. The general fund is the one 
from which the district obtains the 
bulk of its operating expense and 
currently it is about six times larger 
than the building fund in its impact 
on taxes. The new building fund will 
also require teachers, staff and 
supplies. Obviously the general 
fund taxes must increase. 

5. The bonds authorization is a 
form of blank check which the school 
administration can use at its own 
discretion at any time, as they did for 
the present 1974/1975 school year. 
Enrollment this year has fallen 
considerably short of projections. 
The taxpayers must bear the burden 


of the extra expense of facilities, 
nevertheless. It is questionable 
whether or not all of the subdivision 
maps which have been filed will 
result in houses. The problems of 
finding financing and buyers in the 
present recession may result in 
another year or more of essentially 
no growth in student enrollment. 

6. A more reasonable approach to 
school financing under present 
economic conditions is to authorize a 
single school at a time. This should 
be done only after School Board and 
the Administration have demonstra- 
ted an adequate statistical and 
financial analysis of all aspects of all 
alternates. 

7. Many people depend on the pro 
and con arguments they receive with 
their sample ballots to afford them 
an objective picture of the sides of 
any issue. The argument furnished 
with the sample ballot in favor of the 
bonds was supplied by the 
administration, with its vested 
interest in school growth. Through 
some form of neglect there is no 
sample ballot information stating 
the disadvantages of the bonds 
issue. The public should not be 
asked to accept a major indebted- 
ness under these conditions.

More In Favor Of The Bonds 


The Placentia Unified School 
District Citizens School Bond 
Committee wishes to point out that 
the very rapid rate of enrollment 
increase has made it necessary for 
PUSD to participate in the State 
School Building Program since the 
1962-3. school year, when the 
present fast growth period began. 
Under this program, a district can 
borrow additional funds direct from 
the state to supplement the proceeds 
of local bond sales in order to meet 
its new school construction needs. 

Dr. Ralph Ruth, co-chairman of 
the committee indicates that such a 
procedure has been found necessary 
in most fast-growing school districts 
in California. **Most school districts 
with such growth histories have not 
been able to accumulate cash 
reserves for purchasing school sites 
and building new schools from their 
general operating revenues over the 
years," he said. ‘‘Districts thus sell 


local school bonds simply as a way of 
borrowing most of the funds needed 
to build and equip the new schools 
required by enrollment growth. But 
since state law sets an upper limit on 
the bond debt a district can have at 
any one time---it's a 10 percent of 
the iotal assessed valuation of all 
property in the district for the case of 
a unified district---it's not always 
possible to sell enough new bonds to 
cover the cost of a particular school 
facility when it’s needed most."’ 
Being able to fill in such funding 
gaps with loans from the state at the 
time of need is one of the most 
valuable aspects of the State School 
Building Program, according to the 
PUSD citizen group. But since the 
state requires a district to be bonded 
to its full 10 percent legal capacity in 
order to participate in the state aid 
program, voter authorization for 
additional bond sales must be 
obtained to permit continued 


Participation in the program. 
‘The 1969 bond election auth- 
orized $16.9 million in bond sales, 
which were predicted to fill the 
district's needs for a S-year period. 
Actually, that authorization will 
have lasted over 6 years by the time 
the final remnaining $3.3 million is 
sold later this  year,"’ Ruth 
commented. ‘‘After that, no more 
local bonds can be sold and the 
district can not obtain state building 
aid until new voter authorization is 
obtained, and that’s the question at 
stake on the March 4 ballot." 
Even with authorization from the 
voters, the school board will not sell 
the new bonds except as required by 
district growth, and then only within 
the 10 percent limit on the total bond 
debt and only as predicted student 
enrollment increases can be justified 
by the detailed projection pro- 
cedures specified by the state, 
according to the committee.

School, in a neighborhood pre- 
dominantly Spanish surname. 

‘| wasn't too surprised at the 
verdict (of the state school board), 
but I was appalled at the 22 seconds 
of deliberation before they made up 
their minds. I had hoped they would 
discuss it (the deannexation 
decision)". 

“This hearing represented 16 
months of work for some of us,”’ 
Manos explained. 

Manos addressed the state board 
hearing for an imposed five-minute 
limit along with James R. Jamieson 
and Milfred Smith, also candidates 
for election to the PUSD Board of 
Trustees. The three candidates who 
have expressed similar views on 
major issues, have organized a three 
man slate during their campaign. 

‘We are still running,’” Manos 
confirmed this week. 

In a prepared statement, Manos 
said he believed the _ three 
candidates would ‘‘give the district 
needed new direction." 

‘I believe that more monetary 
restraint should be exercised by 
closer examination of our priorities. 
I believe that this can be 
accomplished by deciding locally 
what our best return for each dollar 
spent will be.” 

“I believe,"’ the candidate 
continued, ‘‘increasing our bonded 
indebtedness by $20 million will not 


enhance efficiencies nor result in 
monetary restraint. | do not agree 
with the proponents of the bond 
issue when we are told there is no tax 


impact from bond issues and no 
other way we can satisfy our 
obligations. 


**Bonds do three things as I see it. 
One: much of the cost of repayment 
and interest and state participation 
is merely relabeled as income tax or 
business taxes, but are ultimately 
paid by the same taxpayer anyway. 

Number two: most of the cost will 
be passed on to future generations 
and 1 do not want my responsibilities 
transferred to future generations. 
With state participation, we inherit 
an abundance of state control from 
outside the local community and I 
don't believe this is in our best 
interest. 

‘In my opinion, more responsibil- 
ity should be accepted locally for our 
performance and less dependency 
made on directives and decisions by 
agencies far removed both geo- 
graphically and sociologically from 
the locality affected by these 
decisions. 

“*Excessive control by agencies 
which are less directly responsible, 
less accessible and responsive to 
local communities, is not, in my 
opinion, to our best interest. 

‘I fear we are becoming overly 
impressed with funds accompanying 
state directive programs and have

given inadequate consideration to 
the student benefit of these 
programs. I don’t believe there is an 
absolute correlation between ex- 
pense and quality. These funds do 
after all originate locally anyway 
whether labelled as _ personal 
property tax, income tax or 
commodity prices as customers to 
cover business actions and | 
therefore feel application should be 
controlled locally."’ 


Manos has 20 years experience as 
an accountant and holds a Bachelor 
of Science degree in accounting from 
UCLA. He has been employed by 
Beckman Instruments in Fullerton 
for the past six years. 


A native of Arkansas, he has lived 
in southern California ‘‘all of my 
life’’. 

His wife Nancy has been an active 
volunteer and a teacher's aide at the 
Rio Vista School for the past four 
years. 


Mr. and Mrs. Manos have two 
children: Donna is in the third grade 
in a parochial school and David is in 
the first grade at Rio Vista. 

Manos further states that he 
believes that experimental pro- 
grams in the schools ‘‘should be 
done on an experimental basis..with 
the experimental program and the 
traditional program side by side for 
comparison.
